Ottawa, May 28.—The bank statement 
for April reflects the remarkable pro- 
gress which the Dominion is making. 
It shows that the banks are ‘‘shorten- 
ing sail” and curtailing credjt on specu- 
lative investments. 

The notes in circulation in April, 
1907, were $72,842,909, against $76,346, 
013, in March, and $66,530,677 in April,

THE NORTH WEST FIFTY YEBARS 
AGO, 

Some of the items reprinted daily 
from the Globe of half a century ago 
give curious glimpses of a state - of 
affairs within the area of the present 
Dominion which ought to be more 
familiar to Canadian students than 
it is. The one of Saturday last 
says a member of parliament had 
called the attention .of the govern- 
ment of the day to a report that 
that the detachment of the Canadian 
Rifles intended for service in the 
Red River country was to be sent 
thither from this part of Canada by 
way of Hudson’s Bay. According to 
the same reprinted item of news an- 
other member had called attention 
to an intimation that the Imperial 
Government intended to send out an 
exploring party by Lake Superior, 
and the opinion was expressed that 
the military authorities would aban- 
don ‘the Hudson’s Bay route, the 
adoption of which.in The Globe's 
opinion was due to’ misrepresenta- 
tions put forward by the Hudson’s 
Bay Company. 

This fifty-year-old item recalls the 
union of the Hudson’s Bay Company 
with the North West Fur Company 


in 1820. The former had brought in 
its supplies by way of Hudson’s 
Strait and Bay. while the latter, 


with headquarters at Montreal, had 
taken all by the way of the Rocky 
Mountains by canoes up the St. Law- 
rance and over the great divide separ- 
ating Lake Superior from Lake of 
the Woods. In spite of the amalga- 
mation of the companies the rivalry 
between the routes continued, and 


it was over the old Northwest Com: | 


pany’s track that the Canadian goy- 
ernment congtructed the Dawson 
route by means of which . Wolseley’s 
expedition made its way to fort 
Garry to suppress the first Riel re- 
bellion, 

The item recalls also the fact that 
so late as 1837, about a dozen years 
before the Hudson’s Bay Company 
sold out its land, with certain re- 
servations, to the,new Dominion, it 
was still influencial in British poli- 
tics. Out of the vast expanse then 
conveyed to Cahada have since been 
formed the three provinces of Wanito- 
ba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, not 
to speak of the regions known as 
Keewatin, Mackenzie, and Yukon Ter-
